From the Public—His Death, When It

LONDON, Dec. 84.—The Lancet's cor- 


respondent at Koine, who has on a 
number of former occasions given in- 
formation regarding tho. pope's health 
which'subsequently proved to be abso- 
lutely correct, telegraphed yesterday 
confirming a rumor which has hereto- 
fore been treated as doubtful, thaf; his 
holiness was seized with a fainting1 fit 
after presiding at the last .consistory. 
It was thought for a time, the corrc- 
spondon^ states, that death had super- 
vened, but the.eit'orts of the physicians 
attached 'to the Vatican, \vlio were 
hastily summoned, sufficed to restore 
animation, and (he sufferer rallied, 
though his condition remained critical 
for several hours. The fact that thu 
pope had fainted was kept a profound 
secret at tho time, in compliance with a 
standing1 order strictly imposed upon 
the personnel of tho Vatican, according 
to which, even in the event of the pope's 
death, the fact is not to be divulged un-r 
til the cardinals present in Kome at the' 
time have completed certain acts pre- 
liminary to the conclave which is to 
choose the new pontiff. These'acts arc 
prescribed by a secret bulletin lately 
issued by the pope, and their exact na- 
ture ia not known. Outsido of tho 
pope's having collapsed on the occa- 
tiou referred gaining currency, it was 
impossible to obtain any confirma- 
tion ot the story at the Vatican; and, 
for the same reason tho world will not 
learn authoritatively of the 
pope's 


death until some time afWUho event.. 
Few believe that his holiness can sur- 
vive much longer. 
The chronic intes- 


tinal catarrh, from which he has long 
Buffered, is prone to take an acute turn 
during* such severely cold weather as 
that which is now prevalent, while tho 
senile ancoraia, which causes the doc- 
tors greater anxiety than any other 
symptom, is always moro pronounced 
after-tho aged pontiff has undergone 
unusual exertion, as in thd case of the 
consistory.

BLOWN ALL TO ATOMS 


A French Lugger-Rigged, Dyna- 


mite-Laden Vessel 


UD HER ENTIRE CREW ANNIHILATED. 


Shattered Legs, Arms, Hands and Feet, 


Heads and Other Portions ol 


Human Bodies Scattered 


About on All Sides. 


Loxnox, Deo. 24.— A dispatch from 


Antwerp says that u French vessel 
loaded with dynamite and lyin(f along- 
side a qimy at Uiat port was blown to 
atoms yesterday by an explosion of her 
car^o. Her entire crew and a number 
of laborers, employed on board the 
ship referred to, and others who were 
loitering or \vorldnp: upon tho quay 
were killed. Fragments of the ship, 
intermixed with human t£mains were 
scattered here and there about the 
scene of the explosion. Shattered legs, 
arms, liuml.s and feet, head* and other 
portions of human bodies were scat- 
tered about on all sides and were gath- 
ered up in barrows by police and work- 
men sent to tlio spot by the municipal 
authorities. 


The horrors of the scene can hardly 


be described. The neighboring wharves 
were strewn with debris, besmeared 
with blood nnd mixed with pieces of 
human ilesli. The exact number of 
killed will never be known, for the ex- 
plosion must hnve killeii many stran- 
gers aboard the ship and about the 
quay where the shattered vessel was 
moored. 


The force of the explosion was so 


great til at the vvnole neighborhood 
Boomed to rock and tremble. Every 
window within the sweep of tho con- 
cussion was shattered; doors were 
blown in and crushed as if by batter- 
ing rams. 
People at a considerable 


distance from the quay where the ship 
blew up were swept off their feet and 
hurled, bruised and bleeding, for yards. 
ISlany are so .severely injured that they 
can not recover from their injuries; 
many others are badly cut by broken 
glass and by falling pieces of wreck- 
age. 


The vessel destroyed was a large. 


"lugger'1 or two-masted vessel peculiar 
to the French coast. Her name was 
T,e Pilote. 


The oflleinl estimate has it that 


eighteen people, wore killed and thirty 
wounded by the explosion. 


It is added, 
however, 
that this 


estimate i.s formed by calculating the 
number composing the crew of Le 
Pilote and a n umber of dock men em- 
ployed about the vessel. It does not 
make allowance for strangers near the 
scene of, the explosion v/ho undoubt- 
edly wero killed when Lc Pilote blew 
up. It is certain however, that the ex- 
act number of killed will never be 
known as some of the bodies were lit- 
erally blown to pieces.

The Dissolution of the Roumanian Cham- 


ber a V iotory for Russian Intrigue. 
VIENNA, Dec. 24.—The dissolution of

The 
Russians have been laboring withun- . 
usual earnestcesH of late to secure a 
predominant inihience in Koumania. 
It is said in Vienna that Russia is only 
waiting to be sure of Roumania's neu- 
trality or co-operation to attack Bul- 
garia.' The recent attempt to drive 
King Charles into abdication is attri- 
buted to Russian influence, the Rus- 
sians being: jealous of the presence of a 
German and especially n Ilohenzollern, 
on the throne of the leading Balkan 
state. 


King Charles and his ministers have 


dhown 'a stubborn determination to 
prevent Russians from violating1 Rou- 
manian territory, 
and the Russian 


man carers on the Pruth have not only 
been vigilantly \vutehcd, but also re- 
ported throughout Europe to the great 
chagrin of the Russians, who want 
socrecy for their military operations. 
This liiiH mndo Russian agents tho 
more active in their plots against King 
Charles and his advisers, and tho dis- 
solution of tlie chamber is the result. 
The elections to be held in February 
will be a test of the strength of Rus- 
sian Influence, and arc expected to have 
an Important bearing on tho Balkan 
problem. 


A Sensation Promised. 


BERLIN, Dec. 24,—The Saale Zietung, 


of Halle, promises to soon publish a 
communication tin-owing1 a startling 
light upon Nobiling's attempt to as- 
sassinate the late Emperor William in 
June, 1878. The Zietung's Berlin re- 
porter was a former pensioner of Bis- 
marck's famous "Reptile fund," and he 
still retains an intimacy with Count 
Herbert Bismarck. It is therefore sur- 
mised that tho Zeitung's sensational 
announcement will emanate directly 
from Bismarckian sources, and its ap- 
pearance is awaited with a good Ueal of 
curiosity.
